>that American agricultural exports

The reasons vary from country to 
country. but one explanation is purely 
outrageous: The department is insist- 
ing that recipient nations “privatize” 
their systems for distributing the sub- 
sidized food shipments. 

This ideological arm-twisting has 
U.S. agribusinesses and one member 
of the Senate hopping mad. 

“J do not believe in using food as a 

litical weapon,” Sen. Juhn Melcher, 

Mont., told our associate Stewart 
Harris. 

Last September, when he was un- 
able to interest his Agriculture Com- 
mittee colleagues in the issue, Mel- 
cher hired a stenographer and held a 
one-man hearing. Representatives of 

+ gight . food-importing countries 
showed up to complain about the 
State Department's red tape, particu- 
larly the special variety used by the 
Agency for International Develop- 
ment, which runs the Food for Peace 
program Here's what some of them 

ad to say: 

— While riots and revolution were 
raging through Africa on the heels of 
famine, AID stalled food shipments to 
Kenya for three months until it 
agreed to begin turning its food distri- 
bution system over to the private sec- 
tor. The Kenyan government had re- 
sisted, its representative told 
Melcher, because there was no one 
outside the government with the 
managerial experience to handle the 
millions of tons of food involved. Fur- 
thermore, he pointed out. there was 
no guarantee that, once in private 


































hands, the food would ever get to 
needy Kenyans. 
—° Mozambique’s representative 


testified that his Marxist country also 
lacks private businessmen with the 
necessary degree of expertise. Yet 
AID officials initially insisted that 
food would be forthcoming only if it 
were distributed by the private sec- 
tor. AID eventually backed down, but 
its original attitude disconcerted Mo- 
zambiquan Officials, who had seen 
100,000 of their people die of starva- 
tion in 1984. “When you drive down 
the road and you see dead bodies, you 
cannot permit that kind of (demand) 
even for the best of philosophical rea- 
sons,” explained one food importer 

— In the Philippines, American 
diplomats informed the government 
that it must allow private business- 
men to compete with the government 
food-importing agency. 

— The Dominican Republic was 
told it had to abolish its government 
food-purchasing agency before it 
could get rice under the Food for 
Peace program, according to a U.S 
businessman at Melcher’s hearing. 
This was after 80 Dominicans had 
died in food riots in 1984. 

“Fo me, it typifies basically an atti- 
tude of arrogance on the part.of our

SPRINGFIELD —-Two third par- 
ties, almost diametrically opposed 
philosophically, filed petitions July 
28 to put their slates of candidates on 
the November Illinois ballot. 

The Libertarian Party was the 
first to file and will be listed after the 
Republican and-Democratic slates. 
They will be followed by the Social 
Workers Party. 

Adlai Stevenson III's Tljinois 
Solidarity Party planned to file Mon- 
day, the final day permitted under 
Illinois election law, a spokesperson 
said 

‘The Libertarians filed more than 
32,000> Signatures —and~the—Sociat 
Workers filed 37,000 signatures. A 
minimum of 25,000 were required 
The Solidarity Party has already 
gathered more than 60,000 
signatures, said assistant press 
secretary Terry Stephan. 

The Libertarian Party has 
slates for statewide office in e 
general election in Illinois 
1974. The best any of the party 
didates has done so far is the 
cent of the vote garnered by the U. 
Senate candidate in 1984. 

“This is such a weird election year 
— the unthinkable might even hap 
pen and I: might win,” said Gary 
Shilts, the Libertarian candidate for 
governor, an Aurora attorney runn- 
ing for office for the first time 


Shilts, at a statehouse press con- 
ference, said the surprise victories 
of supporters of Lyndon LaRouche 
in the March Democratic primary, 
had made both a positive and_ 
negative impact on third party 
candidates. 


Shilts denounced LaRouche but _ 


said the primary results had brought 
“more interest in third parties.”” 

Among the specific positions ad- 
vocated by Shilts and the Liber- 
tarian candidate slate are repealing 
the state income tax and sales tax. 
Shilts said there would still be 
enough revenues left for the 
legitimate functions of government 
which he said should be limited to 
funding the ‘‘police power" agaifst 
perpetrators of violent crimes or 
fraud. 

He advocates eliminating all state 
funding for education.on all levels as 
well as abolishing any state regula- 
tion of education, leaving that up to 
the private sector and_ local 
communities.

According to Fred Engh, 
founder and president of NYSCA, 
“Even though the elementary 
school-age population is decreas- 
ing, overall organized youth 
league programs have increased 
to nearly 20 million participants 
throughout America. 

“That indicates that youth 
league sports are here to stay, but 
those who criticize youth sports 
make some good points, too. 
‘Although, problems. exist in a 
number of areas, the statement 
that ‘no program is better than its 
*leader’ can best summarize the 
problem in youth league sports.”” 

= _In_nine out of 10 cases, the 
leader is a parent of~one of the 
Steam players. , 
:. ‘In most cases, the parent pro- 
<bably has never been told that his 
‘or her responsibility extends 
+beyond ensuring that the team 
wins the championship,”’ Engh 
‘said. “Perhaps more importantly, 
“that responsibility includes the 
* development of the value systems 
of the young people being coached, 
and it is just as important for 
parents and coaches to remember 
that youth sports should be a fun 
experience. 


“No parent would let a 10-year 
old take swimming lessons from a 
person who is not qualified to 
teach. Well, what about the young 
people who suffer emotional, 
psychological and sometimes 
physical abuse because the youth 
coach was never told he had 
responsibilities in these areas?’’ 

Engh believes the coaches’ 
volunteer status does not exempt 
them from these responsibilities. 
To fill this training gap, the 
NYSCA, a non-profit organization 
formed in 1981, offers a basic cer- 
tification program that can be 
completed by attending three-hour 
sessions on two consecutive 
nights. 

“The feedback we've received 
from leagues that have im- 
plemented the NYSCA certifica- 
tion indicated that by clearly 
stating minimum standards for 
volunteer coaches, the vast _ma- 
jority willingly comply,” Engh 
said. ‘‘More importantly, the 
youngsters benefit almost im- 
mediately from the positive ex- 
perience youth sports were intend- 
ed to provide in the first place.”’ 

NYSCA doesn’t stop at 
educating and certifying volunteer 
coaches. They also have created 
special programs to offer com- 
prehensive guidelines for parents, 
youth league administrators and 
game officials who are involved in 

community youth sport programs 

Certification of an NYSCA 
volunteer does not denote 
qualification to coach, per se, but 
it does indicate a basic awareness 
of the very important role each 
volunteer has on the psychological 
well-being, safety, and the need 
for basic sports instruction of each 
child in his or her care.

plagues Hlinois hunters 


In a move to help Illinois. out- 
doorsmen, Attorney Generat Neil F. 
Hartigan filed suit July 24 against 
the state of Kentucky in the United 
States Supreme Court in Washington 
DC... 

The suit could settle a dispute 
along the 133-mile border between 
Kentucky and Illinois that has been 
an irritation to Illinois sportsmen. 

With Hartigan’ at the press con- 
ference was Carnell Neal of Bay Ci- 
ty, IIL Neal spent 19 days and drove 
4,000 miles throughout Southern Il- 
linois gathering information from 
10,000 Illinois sportsmen on pro- 
blems the border dispute has 
created. 

Because no firm border exists bet- 
ween the states, Kentucky game of- 
ficials have insisted on enforcing 
their state’s fish and game lawS up 
to the Illinois shore line. This has 
created great hardship for Ilinois 
sportsmen, who must purchase the 
appropriate Kentucky game 
licenses or face action by Kentucky 
game officials. The problem has its 
roots in the late 1700s before Illinois 
and Kentucky were states 


“Carnell Neal has cor ced me 
and the people of my office that this 
action must be taken and taken 
now,’ Hartigan said. *‘We intend to 
settle it now and forever so that Il- 
linois sportsmen again have access 
to the part of the Ohio River that is

Hartigan said that discussions 
with various Illinois state agencies 
have identified several potential 
problems that could be resolved by a 
decision from the Supreme Court 
For example, clarification of the 
border would impact on the registra- 
tion and titling of watercraft, the en- 
forcement of boating laws, game 
and fishing licenses and fishing 
regulations. 

Also, the border pinpoints the ex- 
act responsibility for maintenance 
of bridges over the river, and affects 
liability for accidents on the bridges. 
A border determination would also 
help clarify the Illinois Department 
of Transportation’s role as public 
trustee for the protection of certain 
submerged lands in the Ohio River. 

In addition, workers compensa- 
tion and unemployment insurance 
issues might emerge if it deter- 
mined Illinois has jurisdiction over a 
portion of the river: 


Illinois sportsmen approached 
Hartigan about possible legal action 
because of years of harrassment by 
Kentucky officials. Examples have 
included Kentucky officials attemp- 
ting to seize the boat and motor of a 
man whose boat was tied up to the Il 
linois shore and fining a boy who was 
fishing from a log that extended into

the Ohio. River from the Illinois side 
of the river: ~ 

There are also economic con= 
siderations. A man who fishes for 
mussels near the Illinois shore pays 
Kentucky $300 a year for a license. A) 
Kentucky citizen pay $25. 

The confusion over the linois= 
Kentucky boundry began shortly. 
after the Revolutionary War. 

In 1784 the state of Virginia ceded. 
ihe land that would later become II- 
linois, Indiana and Ohio to~ the 
United States government, but only 
that land north and west of the Ohio 
River. 

Since Kentucky was created from: 
land retained by Virginia the 
Supreme Court has ruled that it's 
border extends to the low water. 
mark-on the Ohio River's northern 
shore as it existed in 1792, the year 
Kentucky was admitted to the union. 4 
But that ruling only addressed the 
borders-with Ohio and Indiana. The 
matter of the Illinois border has 
never been settled. 

“Itis the 1792 low-water mark that 
Illinoi sks to be set as the border. 
between. the two states,"’ Hartigan 
said. ‘‘This will allow Llinois sport- 
smen to have access to a fair portion 
of the Ohio River. We won't tolerate 
a situation where you can cast a line 
into Kentucky from the Illinois 
shore."’ 

The United States Supreme Court 
begins its next session Oct. 1 
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
